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'We need to up our game' 


Leaders urged to make most of town's tourism in bid to boost economy 


BUSINESS leaders say 
Weymouth must “talk 
up” its town centre if it is 
to reverse a pattern of 
shop closures, fewer 
shoppers and revenue 
leaking away to competi¬ 
tors such as Dorchester. 


Their strongly worded 
message came when they 
joined councillors, Wey¬ 
mouth Civic Society 
(WCS) and members of 
the public for a special 
meeting on the economic 
health and wellbeing of 


Weymouth town centre. 

The meeting was 
arranged by WCS and 
chaired by Gerald Mabb 
who said: “We have 
tourism and we cannot 
afford to lose it. I feel it 
is possibly the answer for 
Weymouth.” 

Chamber of Commerce 
president Mark Blunden 
said Christmas and Hal¬ 
lowe’en events will be 
joining a new event for 
September 2014 based on 
Weymouth’s maritime 
history because tourism 
was “very high” on the 
chamber’s agenda. 

He added: “We all need 
to talk the town up, to be 
positive. Everyone is an 
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ambassador. We cannot 
expect the council to run 
this town for us. They 
haven’t got the money. 
The private sector has to 
run it. If we don’t use our 
town centre then how can 
we expect others to?” 

He urged a “level play¬ 
ing field” on parking 
with Dorchester, wel¬ 
comed free Weymouth 
parking in council-run 
car parks from 6pm- 
9.30am starting Friday, 
November 1st and said 
the chamber would wel¬ 
come reduced day 
charges as well. 

He added: “If all the 
groups in town join to¬ 
gether we will have a 


much louder voice. There 
is a positive side to our 
town and that needs to be 
got across. 

“We need to promote 
Weymouth but we should 
also work with other 
chambers including 
Dorchester because peo¬ 
ple rarely come on holi¬ 
day and stay in one town. 
We should not be afraid 
to promote towns around 
us because, hopefully, 
they will promote us 
too.” 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land partnership econ¬ 
omy committee 

chairman Roger Dalton 
said shopping patterns 
had “changed massively” 
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particularly with the 
growth in on-line retail¬ 
ing while figures showed 
soaring shop vacancies in 
town centres and grow¬ 
ing out-of-town retailing. 

He said: “We need to 
bring humour back to the 
town centre. It has to be 
a living breathing space 
and our waterfront is our 
strength. All we have to 
do is provide a better in¬ 
tegrated link to the town 
centre.” 

He talked about the 
forthcoming Victorian 


Shownight on December 
6th which was being 


brought back “in all its

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Carnival committee offer to save kite festival

WEYMOUTH Carnival 
organisers have offered to 
step in and save the 
town’s popular kite festi¬ 
val. 

The event’s future had 
been put in doubt because 
Weymouth and Portland 
council, which funds the 
festival, said the cash was 


now earmarked for a sav¬ 
ing to make much needed 
budget cuts. 

But a special meeting at 
Weymouth Pavilion saw 
groups and organisations 
interested in keeping the 
festival going told by car¬ 
nival spokesman Michael 
McManus that carnival 


was willing to take on the 
mantle of keeping the fes¬ 
tival going, provided they 
got input from “experi¬ 
enced people” such as 


council events staff and 
the kite community to 
help them do so. 

He said: “We would be 
more than happy to take 


the festival on to keep it 
going. 

“We would intend to in¬ 
vite more trade stands by 
offering them a package 
on similar terms to the 
one we use for carnival.” 

He added that this could 
cover the £9,200 cost of 
the event and pavilion 
manager Phil Say imme¬ 
diately pledged his sup¬ 
port for the offer, adding 
that, apart from the pavil¬ 
ion forecourt, he would 
be happy to have some 
stalls or stands inside the 
building. 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land tourism and culture 
spokesman Councillor 
Ian Bruce, who chaired 
the meeting, said he was 
very keen that any sug¬ 
gestions for the festival 
also benefitted the pavil¬ 
ion which is now being 
run by Mr Say’s Commu¬ 
nity Interest Company. 

The council’s promo¬ 
tions officer Steve Davies 
said that the kite festival 
had been running for 22 
years and had “exceeded 
all expectations”. 

Other suggestions to 
help the festival ranged 
from sponsorship and 
other events being held in 
tandem to increase and 


broaden interest in the 
kite extravaganza. 

Allan Pothecary of the 
Close Encounters display 
team, who has wide ex¬ 
perience of kite festivals, 
said he would be happy 
to be associated with the 
event in an advisory ca¬ 
pacity while Nigel Reed 
of Weymouth Business 
Improvement District 
said the festival had to 
have a much more com¬ 
mercial focus. 

Mr Bruce thanked Mr 
McManus for carnival’s 
“great offer” and alerted 
everyone to the many 
mil lions of pounds held 
by the Local Enterprise 
Partnership to promote 
Dorset and improve 
tourism over the next 
five years which he said 
might be tapped into. 

He also pointed out 
that the 2014 festival on 
May 3rd-5th would be in 
the centenary year of the 
First World War. Kites 
were used during the 
conflict, he said, so or¬ 
ganisers should perhaps 
consider a military dis¬ 
play at next year’s event. 
All ideas put forward 
will now be explored at 
a future meeting.

glory” with everything 
from snow machines to 
grottos, initially on Fri¬ 
day this year but on Fri¬ 
day and Saturday in 
2014 and on Friday, Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday in 
2015. 

Mr Dalton added: 
“The key is to try and 
avoid seasonality. We 
need to up our game, 
decide where we are 
going over the next ten 
years and reposition 
ourselves.” 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land tourism and culture 
spokesman Councillor 
Ian Bruce was the third 
speaker and he said: 
“Don’t ask the council 
to be a retailer because 
we are not. We must be 
the enabler. 

“What we want is 
businesses in the town 
saying they are going to 
make more money by 


selling something extra 
to tourists. 

“We are bringing 
down parking rates, we 
are learning from oth¬ 
ers’ experiences and if 
there is someone who 
wants to get on and do 
something we will al¬ 
ways be there to try and 
facilitate that. I am con¬ 
fident that we have a 
great future for Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. We 
are going to make it 
work.” 

He told the general de¬ 
bate that followed that 
guesthouse owners had 
told him they’d just had 
their best season ever in 
the wake of the Olympic 
Games. 

WCS chairman Mary 
Bennett highlighted in¬ 
creased numbers of 
cruise ships coming in 
to Portland Port and the 
need to “upgrade meet¬ 
ing and greeting” so 
passengers were given 


more information, par¬ 
ticularly at Brewers 
Quay, to encourage 
them to tour Weymouth, 
Mr Dalton agreed there 
was “a gap” there as he 
had seen passengers just 
wandering about. 

Mr Bruce said the “in¬ 
terface” when people 
got off ships needed to 
be better and this was up 
to local businesses. 

He added: “We need to 
get all the traders such 
as the Nothe Fort to¬ 
gether with Portland 
Port and work out where 
tourists go when they 
get off the bus. We have 
got to be clever at it, but 
the council isn’t going 
to do it. It has to be you 
guys.” 

Mr Blunden suggested 
events coinciding with 
cruise ship arrivals 
while there should also 
be a dockside stall with 
information leaflets for 
passengers.

Town feels the 
force of St Jude 


WINDS gusted to 
nearly lOOmph as the 
worst storm to hit the 
area for years battered 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

A gust of more than 
85 knots (98mph) was 
recorded in Portland 
Harbour while Dorset 
Police reported more 
than 100 trees down 
all over the county. 

Worst affected lo¬ 
cally was the A 354 be¬ 
tween Weymouth and 
Dorchester which was 
blocked for many 
hours by 20 fallen 
trees and a small land¬ 
slide. 

RSPB staff at Wey¬ 
mouth said several 
trees had come down 
across paths on the 
Radipole Lake reserve 


and they warned walk¬ 
ers to steer clear of the 
area. 

Putton LaneatChick- 
erell was blocked by a 
fallen tree near the 
Willowbed Hall and a 
fallen tree also closed 
Fleet Road between 
the B3157 and the 
Moonfleet Hotel. 

There were no rail 
services out of Wey¬ 
mouth until mid-Mon¬ 
day morning while all 
Condor Ferry services 
from Weymouth had 
to be cancelled. 

Traffic was forced to 
slow right down on 
the B3157 Weymouth- 
Bridport coast route 
because of large 
amounts of surface 
water and flooding in 
places.

Have fun this Halloween 


WITH Halloween fast approaching, 
Dorset Police is reminding the pub¬ 
lic to enjoy the festivities safely but 
to ensure they respect others. 

Enhanced patrols will be carried 
out by officers on Halloween 
evening, Thursday October 31st, as 
well as the weekend before and 
after. 

For the second year running anti¬ 
social behaviour has continued to 
fall significantly in Dorset. Be¬ 
tween April 1st and September 30th 
there were 18,311 incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour in Dorset. This fig¬ 
ure has dropped by 6.7 per cent to 
17,088 over the same period of 
2013 - this is a reduction of 1,227 
incidents of anti-social behaviour. 

To ensure that these figures re¬ 
main low during the Halloween pe¬ 
riod the Association of Chief Police 
Officers (ACPO) are leading an “In 
Focus” anti-social behaviour cam¬ 
paign. 

The campaign will run over five 
days from October 28th to Novem¬ 
ber 1st. 

Their aim is to highlight the real¬ 
ities of dealing with anti-social be¬ 
haviour for communities, 
businesses and the police. 

Chief Superintendent Jane Newall 
said: “We appreciate that people 
want to go out and enjoy the Hal-

loween festivities and go trick or 
treating, but it is important to re¬ 
spect the views of others who do 
not want to participate. If homes are 
displaying ‘No trick or treating’ 
signs, then please politely move on. 

“Anti-social behaviour continues 
to reduce in Dorset and during this 
time we will have extra patrols in 
communities to ensure that we con¬ 
tinue to take appropriate action 
against anyone found to be commit¬ 
ting crime or anti-social behaviour.” 

Safer Neighbourhood Teams 
across Dorset have been handing 
out Halloween posters encouraging 


the public to ‘Have fun on Hal¬ 
loween but please have respect for 
others’. 

A notice has also been made 
available to residents for them to 
display during Halloween asking 
trick or treaters not to call at that 
property. 

A further poster has been created 
for shops to display informing cus¬ 
tomers that they will not be selling 
eggs, flour or fireworks to anyone 
under the age of 18 during the Hal¬ 
loween and Bonfire Night period.

Trick or treating safety advice: 

• Trick or treaters should always 
have adult supervision 

• Only call on friends, family or 
neighbours - and ideally this should 
be arranged in advance 

• Respect the rights of those who 
do not want to take part 

• Do not accept money and be 
grateful for any treats 

• Do not play tricks on people - 
these can be frightening and could 
even be a criminal offence 

• Criminal damage - which in¬ 
cludes vandalism and throwing ob¬ 
jects like eggs and flour - can result 
in a fine or even a prison sentence.

Carnival queen to take chairman's crown

WEYMOUTH Carnival’s 
new chairman for next 
year is 2012 Carnival 
Queen Elysia Jane Mun- 
day. 

She succeeds outgoing 
Deputy Carnival Chair¬ 
man Lucy Compton who 
was herself Carnival 
Queen in 2011. 

Lucy said: “Although it 
wasn’t our intention to 
begin a tradition of Carni¬ 
val Queens taking the 
Chairman’s role, we have 
been lucky over past 


years that our carnival 
queens have been people 
who are truly passionate 
and proactive about pro¬ 
moting Weymouth and 
becoming ambassadors 
for the town. 

“I am delighted that 
Elysia has been elected as 
this year’s chairman and I 
wish her the very best of 
luck in her new role. I 
would urge the town to 
support Elysia and the or¬ 
ganising committee - all 
of whom are volunteers - 


as they have a huge task 
ahead of them. 

“A brand new group, 
Weymouth Carnival and 
Events Club, stepped in to 
organise this year’s event. 
We soon learned the sheer 
enormity of the task we 
had taken on and we cer¬ 
tainly learnt a lot from the 
experience. 

“As with previous car¬ 


nivals , raising cash to run 
the event was a huge 
challenge. It cost £58,000 
to run this year, every 
penny of it raised by 
hard-working volunteers. 
Fortunately we raised 
enough to pay for the 
event and a little bit more. 

“We will be withholding 
some of our profits to 
help with next year’s 
event and will distribute 
funds to charitable groups 
who very generously 
gave their time on the day 
to help with their ex¬ 
penses. 

“In future years we hope 
to raise more but, as with 
anything, we had to start 
somewhere. We hope our 
supporters will under¬ 
stand we have invested in 
the future of carnival and 
that next year will be bet¬ 
ter financially. Our main 
aim however is to put on 
a fantastic event. 

“Weymouth Carnival 
2013 was a success and I 
would like to thank on be¬ 
half of myself and the car¬ 
nival committee all those 
that came and volun¬ 
teered and everyone that 
made the day possible 


and of course the magnif¬ 
icent crowd.” 

New chairman Elysia 
said: “I am absolutely de¬ 
lighted and honoured to 
be given responsibility 
for this traditional Wey¬ 
mouth event. I have al¬ 
ways been an avid 
supporter of Weymouth 
Carnival and the fantastic 
boost it offers to both the 
local community and 
tourism for the area. 

“Carnival takes a full 
year to organise. We’ve 
already had the first meet¬ 
ing to decide whether or 
not we can organise the 
event for 2014 and dis¬ 
cussed initial ideas. I am 
excited to reveal that we 
are currently aiming to 
hold it on the traditional 
third Wednesday in Au¬ 
gust, the 20th, a date for 
your diaries! 

“The challenges we face 
increase year on year. 
Higher costs, more very 
strict Health & Safety 
laws and regulations and 
the usual requirement for 
our brilliant volunteers to 
help on the day. 

“Our costs next year 
could exceed £60,000. 
There are areas in which 
we could look to make 
savings, such as not hav¬ 
ing the very popular Red 


Arrows, who cost us 
around £12,000, but we 
still have to pay for essen¬ 
tials such as barriers, in¬ 
surances, road closures, 
security people and more. 

“We have estimated that 
an additional £1.5million 
is spent in the town on 
carnival day, a clear boost 
to the local economy. We 
rely very much on the 
support of local people 
and businesses, so we’ll 
be out there soon, asking 
people for their support. 

“Now that the founda¬ 
tions have been laid for 
Weymouth Carnival & 
Events Club by the won¬ 
derful 2013 team and, be¬ 
cause of the investments 
that were made, we can 
begin to build 2014 big¬ 
ger and better than ever.

Police launch recruitment campaign

police constables - the first external campaign in four 
years. 

The campaign is expected to attract significant interest 
and marks the first time new police officers have been in¬ 
vited to join the Dorset Police team since September 


2009. 

The force wishes to recruit an intake of 12-16 new of¬ 
ficers in 2014/15 and has plans for a further 12-16 offi¬ 
cers in 2015/16. The campaign will initially launch to 
existing staff, before being rolled out to the general public 
today, (Wednesday, October 30th). 


Dorset Police is expecting a high level of interest and 
in order to cope with the expected demand, an online pre¬ 
assessment selection tool will be available. 

Chief Constable Debbie Simpson said: “I’d encourage 
anyone who is interested in this extremely rewarding role 
to visit our website and find out more - it is a fantastic 
opportunity to join the Dorset Police team and make a dif¬ 
ference. 

“The force is committed to selecting the best possible 
candidates and will ensure that the selection process is 
fair throughout. 

“It is likely that we will receive significant interest and 
increased traffic through our website. I would like to re¬ 
mind everyone not to rush to get online - the pre-assess¬ 
ment tool will be available for a whole week from 
Wednesday, October 30th and users will likely find the 
process more efficient if they wait some time before start¬ 
ing their application.” 

Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn Underhill, 
said: “Dorset police officers operate at the heart of the 
community, ensuring safety and security to those who 
work, live and visit the county. 

“Despite operating in austere times we have to balance 
the workforce. It is right that we bring new officers into 
the policing family. We are striving to provide a more vis¬ 
ible force, with an emphasis on neighbourhood policing. 

“Until my election, the recruitment of police constables 
was frozen indefinitely. The new chief constable and I re¬ 
versed the decision. 

“A police officer’s role is about more than working to 
reduce crime. It is now just as much about reducing the 
fear of crime, working in partnership with communities 
to make a real difference and improve quality of life for 
everyone. 

“Forging close relationships, building trust and under¬ 
standing the issues within Dorset’s different communities 
all form part of the fundamental platform on which effec¬ 
tive, credible policing is built. 

“As a result, we must continue to recmit the right people 
from every background and use the full spectrum of their 
skills, knowledge and experience to make Dorset safer 
for everybody.”

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Footballer's friends complete charity challenge 


FRIENDS of a promising young footballer who was 
struck down by sepsis in his mid-twenties have 
walked from Dorchester to Weymouth and back again 
to raise money to fund research into the condition. 
In windy and rainy conditions on Saturday, the sixteen 
took part in a series of challenges on their journey and 
are likely to raise around £2,000 from their efforts. 
The challenges were set by Kyle Critchell who, just 
three-months-ago, was fighting to save his own life. 

Unable to make the walk because of his condition 
he read out the challenges on a tablet computer 
brought along by organiser and close friend Regan 
Coward (23), a former Magpies keeper and now a fit¬ 
ness instructor. 

Regan and three others each wore 14kg weight vests 
during the challenge -just to make it a little more dif¬ 
ficult. 

Kyle Critchell, 26, played alongside Garteh Bale 
when Saints won the Premier League academy title in 
2006 and was also part of the same youth team as 
Theo Walcott. 

The Wales Under-21 and Under-17 international 
went on to play for Torquay, Chesterfield, Wrexham, 
York, Dorchester and Weymouth, where he was play¬ 
ing when sepsis struck. 

The condition arises when the body’s response to an 
infection injures its own tissues and organs. 

It leads to shock, multiple organ failure and poten¬ 
tially death, especially if not recognised early and 
treated promptly. It claims over 37,000 lives in the 
United Kingdom every year. 

“I had a slight problem with my back, for the next 
two weeks I was bed-bound. 

“I saw lots of doctors and took lots of pain relief. 
Eventually I got rushed into hospital as an emergency 
at Dorset County Hospital,” said Kyle. 

For five weeks he was in so much pain he could 
hardly bear to open his eyes, but eventually antibiotics 
were found which worked and saved his life. 

He has now largely recovered from the illness and 
will start work at Dorchester Middle School.

The evil Baron Scarpia is determined to have Tosca for him¬ 
self, and invites her to supper in order to discover the where¬ 


abouts of Angelotti. He orders the torture of Cavaradossi in 
her earshot. 

Unable to bear his screams of pain,Tosca willingly gives up 
the information n but not before she has persuaded Scarpia 
to allow her and her lover to escape from Rome. 

He insists that to satisfy the authorities, Cavaradossi must 
undergo a mock execution, and arranges this with one of his 
henchmen, Spoletta. He then provides Tosca with a note of 
safe-conduct for her and her lover. 

As Scarpia attempts to ravish Tosca, she stabs him. Before 
his body is discovered, she rushes to the prison in the Castel 
Sant’Angelo to tell Cavaradossi that he has to face the firing 
squad, that the muskets will contain blanks, and he will have 
to act his death. 

But Scarpia has tricked Tosca - the bullets are real! As 
Cavaradossi lies dead and Scarpia’s henchmen approach, 
Tosca is left with no alternative and takes her own life. 

Puccini's timeless verismo score is well served by two ex¬ 
ceptional casts. Patricia Racette and Sondra Radvanovsky 
share the title role of the jealous diva, opposite two leading 
tenors Roberto Alagna and Marcello Giordani.
